Incipit: John Philip, archbishop of Mainz and bishop of Worms, informs the dean and chapter of St. Martin's in 
Worms that he has given a canonate and prebend at St. Martin's to John Peter Engels of Cologne. 


Notes: The paper placed over the seal obscures several words of the dating clause. The second to last line reads 
"Mensis May Anno Millesimo Sexcentesimo Sexagesimo." The predecessor of John Peter Engels was Nicolas Dome. 
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
